White House Counsel John W. Dean 
III testified today he personally told 
President Nixon of his efforts to 
keep the Watergate scandal “out of 
the White House” three months 
after the break-in occured. 
Testifying publicly for the first 
time about his own involvement in 
the affair and implicating many 
other 
high-level 
governm ent 
officials, Dean touched only briefly 
on Nixon’s role as he began reading 
a 
200-page 
statement 
at 
thq 
telev ised 
Senate 
W atergate 
hearings. 
“It’s far easier to talk about these 
things myself than to talk about 
what others did,” he said. 
“Some of these people I’ll be 
referring to are friends, some are 
men 
I 
greatly 
adm ire 
and 
respect...and 
particularly 
with 
reference to the President of the 
United States... 
“I’d like to say this. It is my 
honest 
belief 
that 
while 
the 
President was involved, he did not 
realize or appreciate at any time the 
implications of his involvement and 
I think that when the facts come out, 
I hope the President is forgiven.’’ 


Though references to Nixon were 
sprinkled through the first 98 pages 
of Dean’s prepared statement given 
to newsmen as he began testifying, 
there was no detailed recital of the 
what Dean believed was the Presi­ 
dent’s role in the first half of the 
text.

“I left the meeting with the

Watergate scandal and I also had 
expressed to him my concern that I 
was not confident that the cover-up 
could be maintained indefinitely,” 
Dean said. 
As the meeting began, Dean said, 
“The President. . . told me that Bob 
(Haldeman) had kept him posted on 
my handling of the Watergate case. 
“The President told me I had done 
a good job and he appreciated how 
difficult a task it had been and the 
President was pleased that the case 
had stopped with Liddy,” Dean said. 
This was a reference to G. Gordon 
Liddy, the former counsel for the 
Finance Committee for the Re- 
Election of the President and the 
mastermind of the espionage plot. 
Liddy has been convicted, but has 
refused to talk about his role. 
Dean testified this morning that 
Liddy told him he was prepared to 
die, if necessary, to keep Watergate 
details secret. Liddy said he was 
willing to be shot and killed in the 
streets, Dean said in the morning 
session during which he calmly, 
methodically plowed through the 
first third of his total of 245 
typewritten pages of testimony. 
As expected from a rash of news 
leaks over the past several weeks 
about what Dean would tell, his 
testimony linked more than a dozen 
key Nixon aides to the Watergate 
bugging and a massive attempt to 
cover it up.

said he had never in­ 
vestigated 
Watergate 
for Nixon 
despite the President’s statement 
Aug. 29 that a Dean investigation 
had shown no one in the White House 
or the administration was involved 
in the incident.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - “There 
was quite a flash ... it caught the 
nearby grass and brush on fire,” 
said one of two young boys who 
adm itted 
Sunday 
accidentally 
triggering 
the 
disastrous 
$2.5 
million Rolling Hills blaze with 
homemade fireworks. 
The boys, aged 12 and 13, told 
sheriff’s officers that they set off 
some “powder” on a grassy, wind­ 
swept vacant lot on the Palos 
Verdes Peninsula Friday. 
What followed was an inferno of 
flames that destroyed 11 palatial 
homes, damaged 12 others and sent 
hundreds of persons fleeing from the 
exclusive Rolling Hills community, 
loaded 
with 
swimming 
pools, 
stables and bridle paths. 
It was also revealed Sunday that 
three workmen risked their lives to 
save three homes during the blaze,, 
in one case by lying on a roof and 
spraying the shingles with water as 
30-foot high flames roared by. 
The 
three—Calvin 
Tyler, 
42, 
Robert Isom, 35, and his nephew 
Jess Isom, 16—were building a 
gazebo at the home of Dr. Richard 
Hoffman when the fire flamed 
toward them. 
They did not obey orders to 
evacuate 
like 
the 
others, 
but 
climbed atop the roof and used hoses 
to wet the shakes. 
“ We knew we had a good chance 
of saving the house if we could keep 
a steady stream of water on the roof 
and ourselves,” Tyler said.

Summit talks hailed 
as peaceful milestone 


State water resource projects recommended 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A $108 million 
program for the construction of dams, 
canals and other w ater resource projects 
in California was recommended today by 
the House Appropriations Committee. 
T he 
c o m m i t t e e 
r e c o m m e n d e d 
appropriation 
of 
$43.9 
m illion 
for 
construction in California by the Corps of 
Engineers and $37.5 million by the Bureau 
of Reclamation. 
The 
co m m ittee 
also 
ca lle d 
for 
appropriation of $13 million for the Bureau 
of Reclamation to provide loans for the 
construction and rehabilitation of small 
irrigation projects in the state. 
In 
addition 
to 
the 
recommended 
appropriations, about $13.8 million would 
be available from funds appropriated 
earlier but withheld by White House budget 
officials as part of President Nixon’s anti­ 
inflation program. 
In addition to the proposed spending in 
C a l i f o r n i a , 
t h e 
c o m m i t t e e ’s 
recommendations included $7.2 million for 


projects shared with neighboring states. 
The bill also included an additional $1.5 
million for the study and planning of future 
California w ater resource projects. 
The 
C alifornia 
recom m endations, 
included in a $4.7 billion public works 
appropriations bill for the 1974 fiscal year 
beginning July 1, w ere generally in line 
with President Nixon’s budget—but they 
included both increases and reductions. 
Funds earm arked for California included 
$37 million for the Central Valley P roject— 
about $1.5 million m ore than requested in 
the President’s budget. 
Proposed increases for CVP included an 
increase from $2.5 million to $3.7 million 
for construction of Auburn Dam and 
R eservoir. Spending for Sugar Pine Dam 
and Reservoir would be increased from 
$500,000 to $750,000. 
The 
House 
Com m ittee 
also 
added 
$200,000 to the CVP budget for planning of 
the San Felipe Division.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - If a pending bill to restore 
capital punishment is allowed to reach the Assembly floor 
it will pass by at least five votes, a survey shows. 


Forty-six assemblymen indicate they would vote for a 
death penalty measure which has passed the Senate and is 
strongly supported by Gov. Ronald Reagan. The hill 
requires only 4i votes for passage. 


Twenty assemblymen — all Democrats 
told U PI they 
would vote against the bill. The remaining 10 house 
members either are undecided or willing only to support a 
less broad measure. 
The bill (SB450), by Sen. George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach, passed the Senate 27-12 on May 3. Its biggest 
obstacle— one which many doubt it can clear-is the 
liberal-dominated Assembly Criminal Justice Committee 
The committee Tuesday night is scheduled to hold is 
second hearing on the Deukmejian bill and other capital 
punishment proposals. A vote is not expected.

INGLEWOOD, Calif., (U P I) — “ I couldn't have done 
it without M ary.” 
No. th at’s not a successful man talking about the 
woman who stood behind him and encouraged him. 
That's a successful jockey —Bill Shoemaker — talking 
about the woman-owner Mary Florsheim Jones who 
removed him from Cougar II for Sunday’s $150,000 
Hollywood Gold Cup. 
“ The Good Lord taketh care of old jockeys,’’ said 
Shoemaker after riding Kennedy Road to a nose victory 
over Quack Cougar finished third 
“ It was one of the highlights of my riding career. I 
really enjoyed that race. 
“ I can t rem em ber ever having been taken off a horse 
before,'' said Shoemaker who captured his fifth Gold Cup 


victory, his 98th triumph in a race worth $100,000 or 
more, his 587th stakes victory and the 6,508th victory of 
his career. 
“ Naturally I was tickled to death to win the race. At 
first I was a little perturbed with Mary Jones saying I 
couldn’t ride anymore. I took it as a reflection on mv 
riding." 
Shoemaker was removed from Cougar in favor of 
Laffit Pincay, Jr., despite 10 victories in 24 starts and 22 
in the money races aboard the Chilean-bred horse.

LEGAL NOTICE 
TO ALL PRESENT AND FORMER ANNUAL RATE REGULAR POSTAL EMPLOYEES AND THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
DEC EASED ANNUAL RATE REGULAR POSTAL EMPLOYEES REGARDING POSSIBLE ENTITLEMENT TO BACK WAGES 
This notice is published in conformity with a Consent Order entered August 26, 1971 by the United States District Court for the District of Columbia in 
settlement of Civil Actions Nos. 3593-69 and 3595-69. Its purpose is to bring this settlement to the attention of all persons who were full-time annual rate 
regular employees of the United States Postal Service (as used herein the term “Postal Service” includes the former Post Office Department) at any time be­ 
tween approximately March 4, 1966 and January 7, 1972, as well as representatives of such employees who are now deceased. The settlement involves the 
recovery of back wages for overtime under Public Law 89-301, for temporary re-scheduling under the conditions set forth under paragraph I-A below. This 
notice is intended to advise such persons of their rights regarding this matter. It should be read carefully. 
The lawsuits described above were filed on December 19, 1969 as “class actions” on behalf of all such present and former annual rate regular postal 
employees. The named plaintiffs in these suits arc certain individual postal employees and the following postal labor unions: American Postal Workers 
Union, AFL-CIO; Mail Handlers Division of the Laborers’ International Union, AFL-CIO; and the National Association of Letter Carriers, AFL-CIO. 


I. SUMMARY OF THE CONSENT ORDER 
ENTERED IN THE “CLASS ACTIONS” 
The Consent Order establishes rules regarding 
the payment of back wages to those present and 
former postal employees (or the representatives 
of deceased postal employees) who were entitled 
to, but did not receive, time and one-half for 
work performed outside of their regular schedule 
as a result of a required temporary schedule 
change as set forth below. A complete statement 
of these rules is not set forth in this notice. The 
following rules represent only the basic condi­ 
tions which apply to claims. Detailed Operating 
Instructions and the Consent Order will he avail­ 
able to potential claimants, as indicated in para­ 
graph E below. 
A. Qualification for Back Wages under “Class 
Action” Consent Order 
1. For the period from approximately March 4, 
1966 to January 7, 1972, annual rate regulars 
were entitled to overtime wages under Public Law 
89-301 for work performed during days or hours 
outside of their regular schedule as a result of a 
required temporary schedule change, unless the 
schedule change occurred while they were occu­ 
pying any of the following positions: (1) post­ 
master; (2) rural carrier: (3) postal inspector; 
(4) road duty employee (as defined in 39 U.S.C. 
Sec. 3581 (1962)); (5) substitute employee; (6) 
hourly rate regular employee; (7) annual rate 
regulars who, between March 4. 1965 and July 
29, 1966, were in salary level PFS-8 and above; 
(8) annual rate regulars who, between July 29, 
1966 and October 6. 1967, were in salary level 
PFS-11 and above: (9) annual rate regulars who, 
after October 6, 1967, were in salary level PFS- 
12 and above or equivalent levels. 
2. Any temporary schedule change on the part of 
an annual rate regular which was not made at his 
request for his convenience is a “required sched­ 
ule change” for which the employee is entitled to 
overtime compensation for work performed out­ 
side of his regular schedule, without regard to the 
nature of the work performed under the tempo­ 
rary schedule. Temporary schedule changes made 
at an employee’s request for his convenience are 
not compensable at the overtime rate. 
B. C laims Procedure under “( ’lass Action” Con­ 
sent Order 
1. The Consent Order establishes procedures for 
the filing of claims by present employees, former 
employees and the representatives of deceased 
employees who assert entitlement to overtime 
back wages under paragraph A above. 
2. Claims Procedure for Present Employees 
(a) As soon as practical after July 30, 1973, 
all present employees will be notified by their in­ 
stallation head that their time records are avail­ 
able for examination. In most cases these records 
date back to the first pay period in which regular 
work schedules were assigned under Public Law 
89-301, and end with the pay period terminating 
on January 7, 1972. 
(b) Each present employee is entitled to be 
excused from his normal tour of duty for up to 
one hour to review his time records and will be 
compensated for that hour at his straight time 
rate of compensation. In addition, he may re­ 
move his records from the installation for the 
purpose of such review, 
(c) Special claim forms will be available in 
all postal installations. It will be necessary for the 
employee to indicate on the claim form those 
hours for which he believes he is entitled to re­ 
cover overtime back wages 
(d) An employee’s failure to file a claim 
with his installation head within 90 days of re­ 
ceipt of notice that his time records are available 
for inspection will waive his right to present a 
claim However, upon good cause shown, the 
time for filing a claim shall he extended 
(e) An employee may submit a claim even 
though his time records are no longer available. 
(f) After an employee has submitted his 
claim, the local installation head will review it to 
determine whether the claim should be approved 
for payment. If the claim is denied, the employee 
will be entitled to appeal. 
3. Procedure for Former Employees and the Rep­ 
resentatives of Deceased Employees 
Essentially, the same rules apply to claims by 
former employees and representatives of deceased 
employees, with the following exceptions: 
(a) I he Postal Service will attempt to notify 
former annual rate regulars of their rights hi this 
matter by forwarding a copy of this notice to their 
last known address on file with 
(lie United 
States Civil Service Commission or the appropri­ 
ate Postal Service Datai enter. 


(b) Any former employee, or the represent­ 
ative of a deceased employee, who receives this 
notice from the Postal Service by mail must re­ 
quest access to the employee’s time records in 
writing within 60 days of receiving such notice 
or waive his right to present a claim. 
(c) Any former employee, or the represent­ 
ative of a deceased employee, who does not re­ 
ceive a copy of this notice from the Postal Service 
by mail must request access to the employee’s 
time records within three years of July 1, 1973, 
or waive his right to present a claim. 
(d) The time records of former employees 
are located at the post offices and postal installa­ 
tions where these employees worked. According­ 
ly, a former employee or a representative of a 
deceased employee may request access to such 
records (1) by visiting, or writing directly to, the 
head of each post office or postal installation 
where the employee was employed, or (2) by 
asking any local postmaster for assistance in ob­ 
taining such records. When making the request, a 
former employee must identify himself as a for­ 
mer postal employee who is requesting access to 
his time records under the “Consent Order Pro­ 
cedure,” and must state his name, social security 
number, and the post office(s) or postal installa­ 
tion (s) where he worked. The representative of a 
deceased employee should follow the same pro­ 
cedure with regard to the deceased employee in­ 
volved and must also indicate on what basis he or 
she is acting as the deceased employee’s repre­ 
sentative. 
(e) Upon receiving notice from the Postal 
Service that the records are available for exami­ 
nation, a former employee or the representative 
of a deceased employee must submit his claim as 
provided in paragraphs B2(c)-(f) of this notice. 
C. Notification of Determination of Claims 
1. The installation head or his designee will notify 
the claimant in writing of the disposition of his 
claim within 90 days of the date the claim is filed. 
Failure to notify the claimant of a determination 
of the claim within 90 days will constitute auto­ 
matic approval of the entire claim. If a claim is 
denied, the decision will state the reason(s) for 
denial. 
2. If. within 30 days of receipt of the written de­ 
cision regarding the claim, the claimant fails to 
advise the Postal Service official who signed the 
decision that he cither (1) accepts the decision in 
full, or (2) rejects the decision in full, he will be 
deemed to have accepted the decision in full. 
3. If the claimant rejects the decision, he may 
appeal in accordance with the procedures set 
forth in the Operating Instructions. 
4. Employees who remain part of the class and 
also remain represented by counsel for the named 
plaintiffs shall be bound by such counsel’s deci­ 
sions regarding the settlement or other disposition 
of claims. 
D. Payment of Claims 
When a final decision has been made to pay the 
claim, the claimant will promptly receive pay­ 
ment from the Postal Service in accordance with 
the decision.

I he Consent Order declares that the named 
plaintiffs are proper representatives of the entire 
class of present and former postal employees en­ 
titled to recover overtime back wages under Pub­ 
lic law 89.301 Under the Consent Order and 
Rule 21 of the Federal Rules ol Civil Procedure, 
members ol the class arc entitled to be advised 
that the following flections are available to them: 
A. Any person who claims entitlement to over­ 
time back wages under Public I aw 89-301, but 
does not wish id participate in this “class iction’ 
litigation will, if he requests exclusion, he ex­ 
cluded by the court trom the class action insofar 
as his individual claim is not within the reach of 
Rule 23(b)(1) or (2). Federal Rules of Civil 
Procedure Such exclusion must be requested by 
letter addressed to the undersigned at P.O. But 
978, Ben Franklin Station, Washington, DC, 


20044, postmarked not later than midnight, July 
15, 1973. Any person who does not elect to be so 
excluded will be fully bound by the settlement in 
this litigation. A person who elects to be so ex­ 
cluded from the class will be free, subject to the 
adjudication of issues within the reach of Rule 
23(b)(1) or (2), Federal Rules of Civil Pro­ 
cedure. to pursue whatever individual legal rem­ 
edies he may have. If he should independently 
recover back wages under Public Law 89-301, he 
may nevertheless be required under law to pay 
attorney fees to the counsel who initiated these 
“class actions.” 
B. If a person does not so request exclusion from 
the class by July 15, 1973, he will automatically 
be included in the class, and his entitlement will 
be determined under the Consent Order and any 
subsequent orders the court may enter in the mat­ 
ter, and he will be bound thereby. 
C. If any such person does not request exclusion 
from this “class action’’ litigation, but elects to 
be represented by his own counsel rather than by 
counsel for the named plaintiffs, his counsel must 
enter an appearance in this litigation not later 
than July 15,1973. 
m . FINAL HEARING PRIOR TO THE COURT 
ENTERING PARTIAL FINAL JUDGMENT 
The Consent Order referred to under I above 
was entered into with a view to effecting the expe­ 
ditious processing of all the individual claims in­ 
volved in this class-action litigation. The Court 
has now preliminarily entered (in accordance 
with Rule 23(d), Federal Rules of Civil Proce­ 
dure) a further Order and Decision implement­ 
ing the Consent Order, which (1) approves the 
detailed operating instructions under the Consent 
Order: and (2) determines several legal issues 
incident to implementation of the Consent Order, 
as to which parties were unable to reach agree­ 
ment. (The detailed operating instructions under 
the Consent Order have now been designated 
“Back Pay Claims Instructions, etc.”) The Court 
will conduct a Final Hearing on all issues which 
have been decided by the Court in this litigation, 
in Courtroom 22, United States Court House, 3d 
Street and Constitution Avenue, N.W., Washing­ 
ton, D.C. at 10:00 a.m. on July 30, 1973. Any 
person claiming to be a member of the class who 
wishes to be heard in this matter by an attorney 
other than the attorneys who represent the orig­ 
inal plaintiffs in this litigation, will be afforded 
due opportunity to be heard thereat by his at­ 
torney, provided his attorney so notifies the un­ 
dersigned Clerk of Court in writing prior to July 
15, 1973. 
The Court will upon conclusion of that hearing 
enter an order effecting partial Final Judgment 
disposing of all issues which have been decided as 
of the date of such Final Judgment, subject to the 
Court, upon being advised by the parties that all 
aspects of the controversy have been settled, en­ 
tering the Final Judgment contemplated by the 
Consent Order, as heretofore amended. 
The parties have reached agreement to submit 
to final and binding arbitration, individual dis­ 
putes remaining upon conclusion of the U.S. 
Postal Service’s processing and decision as to the 
individual claims, in lieu of court proceedings 
thereafter. 
The Consent Order and Implementing Order 
and Decision and the parties’ agreement for final 
and binding arbitration as finally approved by the 
Court upon conclusion of the indicated Final 
Hearing will govern the processing of all indi­ 
vidual claims, including any arbitration proceed­ 
ings.

Jackson prepares 


Washington — When a trend 
happens 
to 
coincide 
with 
the 
ambitions of a man with his eyes on 
the presidency the odds in the great 
game of politics are narrowed. The 
trend is toward a new isolationism. 
Sen. Henry M. (Scoop) Jackson is 
expoiting the nation’s discontents 
with a shrewd appeal to reject the 
blandishments of the Nixon foreign 
policy intitiatives. 
The state visit of 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
returning the Nixon 
mission to Moscow 
of a year ago, is for 
Jackson a golden 
opportunity. 
What 
he is saying has a 
f a m i l i a r 
ring, 
recalling the dire 
warning 
of those who inveighed against 
American involvement in world 
affairs prior to World War II. 
Scheming foreigners would surely 
take Uncle Sam to the cleaners. 
Jackson opposed the SALT I 
agreement signed in Moscow by the 
President 
and 
Brezhnev. 
That 
agreem ent, 
limiting 
defense 
ballistic missiles and with a five- 
year 
limit 
on 
deployment 
of 
offensive 
missiles 
pending 
the 
outcome of SALT II, was arrived at 
after 
lengthy 
negotiation. 
The 
American delegation was led by 
specialists thoroughly versed in the 
intricacies of nuclear weaponry. 
The agreement had at least the tacit 
sanction of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Sounding the alarm in the Senate, 
Jackson succeeded in putting over a 
resolution calling for numerical 
parity in any future agreement. This 
was 
the 
numbers 
game 
that 
conveniently ignored the over all 
factors of nuclear strength as shown 
in the deployment of the multiple 
warhead on American missiles. 
In his appearance on the “Face 
the 
Nation” 
television program 
Jackson carried this a step further. 
Since the President has been so 
weakened by the Watergate scandal, 
he suggested, anything that might 
be agreed to during the current visit 
is likely to be invalid That is one 
way 
to 
build a hedg3 against 
approval of whatever may come out 
of the lagging SALT II talks.

that 77 of his Senate colleagues were 
signed up with him. MFN, providing 
for tariff rates equivalent with those 
of America’s other trading partners, 
is 
essential 
if 
Moscow 
and 
Washington are to expand trade, 
with Moscow buying computers and 
the 
other 
advanced 
equipment 
urgently needed. 
It is the key to the series of 
agreements covering a variety of 
exchanges in science, medicine, the 
arts. That Brezhnev has staked his 
standing in the politburo on tangible 
resu lts 
from 
the 
growing 
relationship 
is 
a 
fairly 
safe 
deduction. The hard-liners are said 
to be ready to prove the danger to 
Soviet security in relaxation with 
the west. 
The demand Jackson is making 
that Moscow release the 100,000 or 
more Russian Jews who want to 
emigrate to Israel touches a deep 
emotional response. The hardships 
worked on Jews who ask to leave for 
Israel are one more evidence of the 
cruelties of a totalitarian system. 
But what Jackson demands is far 
broader in scope. When he talks 
about the right of all persons to 
emigrate and then to return if they 
desire, he is calling for a complete 
change in the Soviet 
system. 
However desirable that may be, it is 


beyond the power of one soveriegn 
state to bring about a revolution in 
another sovereign state. 
If we are not to do business with 
the Soviet Union, how are we to 
justify 
extensive 
aid 
to 
the 
dictatorship of the Greek colonels? 
Jackson’s response is to say that he 
opposed 
military 
help 
for 
the 
colonels. 
Or 
what 
about 
the 
repressive military dictorship in 
Brazil? In a world of evil choices the 
United States cannot opt for purity 
in splendid isolation. 
The Jackson appeal seems likely 
to take hold, in the opinion of this 
observer. 
The 
disillusion 
with 
government and politics in general 
growing out of the Watergate mess, 
the failure of America’s allies in 
Europe to carry a fair share of the 
defense burden, the decline of the 
dollar, the inroads in 
inflation— 
these and a host of other reasons 
threaten to turn off the average 
citizen from the responsibilities of 
America’s position in the world. 
On the other hand, the immense 
weight of that position may in itself 
counter a retreat toward America’s 
shores. In Jackson’s own state of 
Washington Boeing is selling ten 
707s to the People’s Republic of 
China. The market for America’s 
advance tectaiology must expand 
beyond these shores.

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Dung power 


What’s really one of the oldest but 
may soon become one of the latest 
solutions to the fuel shortage? 
Manure. 
For uncounted generations early 
peoples huddled around glowing 
piles of animal excrement and used 
their own brand to fertilize their 
crops. It was the one commodity 
they knew they would never run 
short on. 
Today some Third 
World 
countries, 
the 
b a ck w a r d 
nations that lack the 
technological 
skill 
to 
d e v e l o p 
enormously 
w a s t e f u l 
or 
dangerous solutions 
to the fuel shortage, 
may come to lead 
the world out of the 
power-dark ages. 
The boon is methane, a very 
common flammable gas which has 
been produced by piles of manure or 
organic wastes for as long as the 
world, animals and people have 
been producing organic wastes and 
piles of manure. 
The 
use 
of 
dung-produced 
methane as a universal fuel, even 
for automobiles, has broken into 
print lately with the story of Harold 
Bate, 
an 
English tinkerer who 
opeates a large car — an old 
armored British staff vehicle — on 
chicken manure. 
With all due respect, Bate himself 
will tell you that he’s not another 
Leonardo Da Vinci — all it took was 
a large home 4‘digester” in which 
the chicken manure is naturally 
coverted into methane. 
The only innovation produced by 
the 
rural 
Englishman, 
who 
reportedly says he’ll look to Texas 
to solve any future manure crisis, 
was a 
carburetor 
valve which 
converts any internal combustion 
car engine to methane operation. He 
now manufactures and sells these 
valves. 
A more scholarly authority on 
dung and garbage power is Ram Bux 
Singh, director for the last 18 years 
of the gas research laboratory at 
Ajitmal, India. Singh insists that it 
is 
now 
possible 
to 
install 
a 
prefabricated biogas unit in any 
home or apartment as easily as we 
now install a refrigerator or a 
washer, with plumbing no more 
complicated. 
Into these biogas generators, the 
spruced up counterparts of Bates’ 
chicken dung digester, would go 
vegetable wastes, most spoiled food, 
weeds, leaves, excrement and other 
discards, with just a few exceptions. 
Out of it would come methane for 
cooking, and heating the house and 
possibly for running the family car, 
and garden rich compost. 
Singh 
has 
supervised 
the 
production of 200 such biogas plants 
and 
says 
that 
his 
staff 
has 
dramatically 
simplified 
and 
miniaturized 
the 
design. 
The 
adoption of this eloquently simple 
waste recycling system, he visions, 
would 
e l i m i n a t e 
belching 
incinerators, stinking land fills, and 
waste-related pollution 
Most importantly, conversion to 
biogas units could take a large bite 
out of the soaring domestic demand 
for electric power which is often 
generated at high environmental 
cost or public health risk 
The idea isn’t new 
Municipal 
waste treatment plants have been 
producing 
methane 
for 
years, 
though in most parts of the U.S. 
processes are geared to produce as 


little of the gas as possible and the 
methane 
that 
is 
generated 
is 
continually burned in the open and 
wasted, 
as 
it 
is at Lompoc’s 
venerable waste water treatment 
plant. 


Methane 
collection 
from 
municipal sewage plants for use as 
fuel is now a profitable practice in 
India, 
China, 
Formosa, 
Korea, 
elsewhere 
in 
Asia, 
Hungary, 
France, Germany and elsewhere in 
Europe. Perhaps our problem here 
is that we suspect anything that isn’t 
complicated. 


Methane is also known as swamp 
gas and natural gas and it is 
abundant throughout the temperate 


regions of the world. It’s colorless 
odorless and burns cleanly without 
smoky residue. 
It is produced by nature — without 
any help—by the bacterial decay of 
vegetation and animal wastes in the 
absence of air, a process called 
anaerobic decomposition. The gas is 
often associated with swamps — the 
“Will ’O the Wisp” is methane 
burning on the surface of swamps. 
In general — for incipient dung 
power experimenters — one pound 
of fresh cow dung will produce .8 to 
1 cubic foot of gas at 75 degrees F. 
Horse or pig dung will produce more 
gas per pound, but the real premium 
fuel is chicken droppings, which will 
produce considerably more.

Reagan, 
each in his own way 
linked to Mr. Nixon. 
They really are in waiting posture 
made painful by a factor politicians 
detest—the unknown. 


Look first at Reagan, who does not 
intend to run for a third term in 
California. He has been a steady, 
stout supporter of the President and 
his policies. His plan is to pick up 
party chips by helping major GOP 
candidates in 1974’. 
But how does he build momentum 
and catch useful public attention in 
the meantime, when he doesn’t 
know what the stream of Watergate 
hearings and trials will do to Mr. 
Nixon’s stature? 
Reagan surely was not his old self 
at 
the 
Lake 
Tahoe 
national 
governors conference. In his outing 
with the press, he was abrasive, 
rough-edged, testy. Absent was the 
familiar aplomb with which he 
ordinarily keeps smoothly on top of 
things. His “star quality” seemed 
somewhat 
dimmed, 
and 
the 
cameras paid him less heed 
As I wrote from Tahoe, Connally 
is not today viewed in a promising 
light by many of the nation’s GOP 
governors. 
His new tie to the 
President as adviser is a handicap, 
not a blessing 
Weeks ago, I reported that the 
President 
had 
doublecrossed 
Connally by making his adviser role 
public and formal, which was not 
the Texan’s understanding of the 
arrangement. 
In effect, 
the 
President thus 
tossed Connally to the wolves in his 
effort to reconstruct a respectable 
White House front following the 
departure of key aides with either 
confessed or alleged involvement in 
Watergate. 
Mr 
Nixon s earlier praise of 
Connally s abilities was obviously 
designed to boost him as a 1976 
prospect But in using him for his 
own immediate selfish purposes, the 
President had to know he was 


frittering away the political capital 
he had previously sought to invest in 
Connally. 
So little has been heard of him in 
recent days that he strikes some 
observers as a candidate for Where 
Are They Now? If he helped Mr. 
Nixon in his new economic moves, 
the secret was well kept. 
As for Agnew, the first two years 
of the President’s second term were 
to be a time of building party 
contacts, charting a policy course at 
least moderately independent of Mr. 
Nixon, persuading key Republicans 
of his fitness and his real desire for 
the presidency. 
The 
President’s 
continuing 
dilemmas over Watergate make any 
even 
tentative 
gestures 
of 
independence inappropriate right 
now. Loyalty has to be Agnew’s key. 
Yet too frequent expressions of 
such support tend to bind him closer 
and diminish the advantage he has 
from being widely regarded as 
totally removed from Watergate. 
Agnew’s need for breathing spells 
thus 
delays 
and 
muddies 
his 
personal buildup endeavors.
